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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. 

The  Population  of  the  extended  Borough,  taken  at  the  census  of  1891,  was 
22,009,  and  assuming  the  same  rate  of  increase  now  as  between  1831  and  1891,  the 
estimated  population  for  the  middle  of  1895  was  23003,  an  increase  of  237  ; but  the 
natural  increase  i.e-  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  348. 


The  area  of  the  Borough  is  1219  acres,  and  the  density  18 '8  persons  per  acre. 
The  number  of  new  houses  completed  during  the  year  was  125 


Births. 

The  total  number  of  births  during  the  year  was  848,  consisting  of  428  males 
and  420  females.  This  is  equivalent  to  a birth-rate  of  36'8  per  thousand  inhabitants. 
Of  these  57  were  illigitimate.  The  births  in  1894  were  832,  and  the  birth-rate  36‘6. 

Deaths. 

During  the  year  502  deaths  were  Registered,  273  male  and  229  females,  being 
equal  to  a death-rate  of  21 ’8  per  1000  inhabitants.  8l  deaths  occurred  in  the 
Workhouse  and  Hospital  of  non-residents,  so  that  the  deaths  ,of  Chesterfield  people 
numbered  421,  equal  to  a deathrate  of  18’2 


The  infantile  mortality  (under  1 year)  was  167  per  1000  births,  as  compared 
with  144  in  1894.

Causes  of  Death. 


The  higher  death-rate  is  due  to  an  increase  under  the  three  headings, 
Respiratory  Disease,  Old  Age,  and  Diarrhoea.  The  two  first  were  due  to  the  severity 
of  the  weather  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  the  latter  to  the  usual  Summer 
Diarrhoea  amongst  children  under  1 year  of  age. 


Zymotic  Diseases. 

The  seven  chief  Zymotic  Diseases  caused  65  deaths  as  compared  with  30  in 
1894,  and  was  equivalent  to  a death-rate  of  2 8 per  1000.  Diarrhoea  alone  being  equal 
to  a death-rate  of  1*9  per  1000.  Most  of  the  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  occurred  in 
July  and  August,  the  hot  and  dry  months  of  the  year.

Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  table  gives  the  number  of  cases  notified  in  each  month  under  the 
Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act  which  was  adopted  in  this  Borough  in  Novem- 
ber, 1890.  There  has  been  no  case  of  Small-pox  during  the  year  1895.  The  number 
of  cases  notified  was  97,  or  30  less  than  in  1894,  and  the  number  of  houses  infected 
was  80.  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  shewed  a marked  diminution  ; one  house  had  three 
cases,  four  houses  two  each.  There  was  an  increase  of  Typhoid  Fever  compared  to 
1894,  most  of  the  cases  occurring  in  July,  August,  and  September.  The  disease, 
however,  was  limited  to  a few  houses  in  most  of  which  sanitary  defects  were  found. 
Two  houses  had  four  cases,  one  house  had  thjree,  and  two  houses  had  two  each.  To 
shew  the  advantage  that  an  Isolation  Hospital  would  offer  to  the  poorer  classes  I may 
mention  that  in  a house  with  two  small  bedrooms  there  were  four  persons  of  opposite 
sexes  suffering  from  severe  Typhoid  Fever.  The  cost  of  notification  for  the  year  was 
T9  12s.  6d. 

There  has  been  no  patient  in  the  Borough  Hospital  during  the  year,  but  a 
caretaker  and  wife  reside  there  to  keep  the  place  clean.

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Housing  Working  Classes  Act,  1890 

A tabulated  account  of  the  work  done  under  this  Act  will  be  seen  below.  As 
was  explained  in  the  last  annual  report,  in  order  to  soothe  the  susceptibilities  of  the 
property  owners  I have  divided  the  houses  into  two  classes,  viz.,  “ houses  unfit  for 
habitation  ” and  houses  in  bad  repair,”  but  both  classes  come  within  the  provision  of 
this  Act.  As  a matter  of  fact  very  few  legal  notices  have  been  served,  only  three 
houses  have  been  closed  by  Magistrates’  Orders  for  there  has  been  no  difficulty  in 
persuading  the  agents  or  owners  to  do  what  was  required.  If  proof  were  wanted  of 
the  necessity  of  vigorous  action  being  taken  under  this  Act  it  would  suffice  to  glance 
at  the  record  of  the  house-to-house  inspection  made  during  the  last  two  years  Many 
of  the  houses  dealt  with  ought  to  have  been  demolished,  but  owing  to  the  scarcity  of 
houses  suitable  for  the  working  classes  it  has  been  thought  advisable  to  have  them  re- 
paired only.  They  have  been  made  more  habitable,  it  is  true,  but  they  can  hardly  be 
considered  highly  sanitary  even  now  Although  fewer  notices  were  served  during 
1895  than  in  1894,  more  work  has  been  completed,  as  it  was  necessary  to  see  that  the 
requirements  were  properly  carried  out.

House  to  House  Inspection. 

This  is  a continuation  of  the  work  begun  last  year.  Although  fewer  houses 
have  been  inspected,  much  work  has  been  done  in  the  completion  of  repairs.  An 
Inspection  of  the  South  Ward  of  the  Borough  has  now  been  completed  and  Mr  Wood, 
the  Sanitary  Inspector,  has  also  tabulated  details  of  the  midden  and  water  closet 
accommodation  in  the  same  Ward,  so  that  we  have  now  a fairly  complete  record  of 
its  sanitary  condition.  I am  convinced  that  these  systematic  inspections  are  of  the 
greatest  importance,  not  only  as  affording  the  only  true  record  of  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion, which  can  be  referred  to  at  any  time,  but  as  forming  a basis  of  comparison 
between  different  parts  of  the  town.
